The 1992-1993 Here, There, and Everywhere yearbook (the 39th volume of the Antenna) was conceived and developed 
at an early summer yearbook design workshop at Hollins College, Roanoke, VA. The book was not completed until 
March of 1993. 

The book was printed by Taylor Publishing Company with the help of Taylor representative Mr. Andrew Schwartz. 

All film, chemicals and paper was supplied by Segall-Majestic. Segall-Majestic also developed film and enlarged or 
reduced pictures. 

All copy was submitted using TypeVision and IndexVision programs supplied by Taylor. Taylor also provided a 
computer and a printer. Body copy and captions were in Times Roman ten and eight point respectively. 


There were eight sections in the book (not including Opening and Closing): Student Life, Academics, Organizations, 
Sports, People, Mini Mag., Ads and Index. Each section editor was responsible for layout and design of their section. 

There were 16 pages of color, 16 pages of spot color and 224 pages of black and white. 1000 yearbooks were produced 
and they were sold at prices ranging from $30 to $35 with distribution in the month of June.
